They say contrac- 
tors are getting the convict labor at an average rate of 70 cents 
a day with building, heat and light included and they assert 
that-the states responsible for the convict system are losing 
large sums of money each every year under the convict labor 
plan.

Now the 
garment manufacturers of America intend to appeal to the 
public to make it impossible for the state to give its labor away 
in this manner.
